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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Amendment and response filed by applicants dated Mar. 14, 2007 have been entered and 
considered carefully. 

Claims 1-81, 92 have been canceled. Claims 82-91, 93-95 and newly added 96-1 17 are 
pending. 

2. The rejection of Claims 82, 85, 87, 89, 94 under 35 USC 112 second paragraph for the 
term "comprising" is dropped in view of the amendment to the claims. 

3. The rejection of claims 82 and 89 under 35 USC 1 12 first paragraph for failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement for other than one V is N and L is C2-C10 is maintained for 
reason of record. 

The specification provided no description as to what heterocyclic moiety other than 
piperidine would be an obvious variation for piperidine and is an art recognized Markush 
variation for piperidine as histone deacetylase inhibiting compounds. 

No description to the recited linker L which broadly reads on peroxide, disulfides as well 
as using the formylphenocy acetic acid, furanyl etc. (recited in the response) material to form the 
linker was found in the specification. Nowhere in the literature that such link will produce 
compounds that will have a commonality in biological activity as the C2-C10 compounds. 
None of the recitation of material by applicants Exhibits A-G indicated any biological activity 
nor any support of an art recognized Markush variation as the exemplified C2-C10 compounds 
as histone deacetylase inhibiting activity. The mere provision of the "language" does not 
constitute enablement as it was clearly explained in the previous office action. 

4. The rejection of claim82 for the term "M" is dropped in view of the amendment to the 
claim. 
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5. The rejection of claim 82 under 35 USC 102(a) or (f) over Vourloumis supplemented 
with CA 139 is dropped in view of the amendment clearly limiting the M variable to the 
amended scope in the claims. 

6. The provisional rejection of claims 92-91 , 93-95 under the judicially created doctrine of 
obvious double patenting over the pending claims of copending SN 10/803,580 now applicable 
to newly added claims 96-1 17 is maintained for reason of record. 

No acceptable terminal disclaimer was filed.
